“ The  objects  of  this  Corporation  are  to  provide 
lodging  and  education  for  homeless  and  indigent 
boys  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  vending  news- 
papers and  periodicals  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  to  encourage  in  them,  by  suitable  means, 
habits  of  morality  and  economy.” 


SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT

The  contributors  to  The  Newsboys’  Aid  So- 
ciety are  so  well  apprised  of  the  objects  of  the 
Association — the  promotion  of  the  moral  and 
physical  welfare  of  a class  of  youth,  who,  from 
their  avocation,  are  peculiarly  exposed  to  temp- 
tation and  ruin — that  it  is  only  necessary  to  say, 
it  has  lost  none  of  its  importance  in  the  view  of 
those  to  whose  special  care  it  has  been  confided. 
On  the  contrary,  however  strong  were  the  con- 
victions of  the  necessity  of  such  an  organization, 
its  benevolence  has  been  confirmed  by  a fuller 
acquaintance  with  their  wants  and  exposures. 

IV  e are  aware  that  it  has  been  objected  to  our 
undertaking,  that  it  gives  encouragement  to  a 
profession  especially  perilous  to  those  engaged  in 
it.  This  is  a natural,  but  erroneous  apprehen- 
sion. It  is  a settled  matter  that  Newsboys  are 
a necessity  of  all  large  cities.  Our  Institution 
neither  creates  them,  nor  the  perils  which  sur- 
round them.  It  seeks  to  elevate  their  character, 
and  thus  prepare  them  for  situations  of  a more 
permanent  nature  in  maturer  years. 
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The  number  of  Boarders  has  ranged  from  fif- 
teen to  twenty-five,  comprising  not  less  than  sixty, 
who,  during  the  year,  have  been  inmates  of  the 
Home.  In  addition  to  these,  the  Home  is  the  re- 
gular resort  of  most  of  the  other  boys  of  the  same 
profession,  who  reside  with  their  parents.  Thus 
nearly  the  entire  class  of  Newsboys,  acknow- 
ledged by  themselves  as  properly  belonging  to 
the  profession,  are  brought  under  the  healthful 
influences  of  the  establishment.  How  blessed 
these  are  can  be  known  only  by  the  contrast  of 
their  present  condition  with  that  from  which  the 
Society  has  been  the  instrument  of  rescuing  them. 
We  need  only  refer  to  the  condition  of  the  lads 
three  years  since. 

The  arrangements  for  the  comfort  and  instruc- 
tion of  the  boys,  as  detailed  in  our  last  report, 
have  been  continued,  and  with  much  greater  ad- 
vantages since  the  removal  to  the  present  build- 
ing, No.  273  South  Third  Street. 

The  kindness  of  those  who  have  added  to  the 
Library  has  been  duly  appreciated  by  the  boys, 
and  this  source  of  enjoyment  is  not  the  least 
among  the  attractions  of  the  Home.  To  this  we 
may  add  the  highly-prized  gift  of  a Melodeon, 
furnished  by  the  contributions  of  a few  friends, 
to  whom  the  Managers  tender  their  thanks,  as 
also  to  the  gentlemen  who  have  kindly  given  the 
boys  instruction  in  music,  geography,  grammar 
and  writing.  We  feel  especially  grateful  to  the 
Camden  and  Amboy  Ferry  Company  for  granting 
free  passage  to  and  from  Camden  during  the  sum- 
mer— a privilege  the  boys  frequently  enjoyed, 
and  by  which  they  were  enabled  to  engage  in 
games  of  ball,  &c.  We  also  feel  under  obliga- 
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tion  to  those  who  have  allowed  the  boys  to  erect 
stands  in  front  of  their  buildings  for  the  sale  of 
papers. 

The  daily  worship  of  God — the  reading  of  the 
Sacred  Scriptures — the  teachings  on  the  Sabbath 
— the  Wednesday  evening  reading,  are  still  con- 
tinued, and  to  these  we  ascribe,  in  a great  degree, 
the  improvement  so  clearly  manifest  in  the 
character  and  habits  of  the  inmates. 

In  addition  to  two  beneficial  societies  — the 
“Newsboys’  Union,”  and  “Newsboys’  Indepen- 
dent Association”  — together  numbering  forty- 
nine  members,  a Total  Abstinence  Society  has 
been  recently  organized  with  good  promise  of 
success. 

We  have  to  record  the  first  death  at  the  Home 
— that  of  John  Ellard,  whose  pathetic  story  has 
awakened  so  great  an  interest  in  the  community. 
This  poor,  crippled  lad  was  one  of  the  first  who 
sought  the  shelter  of  the  Home,  and  probably 
found  in  it,  during  the  nineteen  months  he  was 
connected  with  it,  most  of  the  comfort  and  enjoy- 
ment he  ever  knew.  He  found,  too,  in  his  hours 
of  sickness  and  suffering,  whatever  alleviation 
could  be  furnished  by  the  aid  of  skilful  physi- 
cians— the  ready  kindness  of  his  fellow-boarders 
— the  unremitting  care  of  the  faithful  Superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Sloan,  and  his  wife,  and  of  gentle- 
men, whose  sympathy  appeared  to  awaken  the 
deepest  gratitude  in  the  dying  boy.  We  cannot 
omit  a touching  incident  which  occurred  during 
his  last  illness.  He  had  been  in  the  habit  of  as- 
sisting his  companions  when  in  need.  Calling 
one  of  them  to  his  bedside,  he  forgave  him  the 
debt,  and  sent  messages  to  others,  releasing  them 
from  their  obligations. 
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What  the  “Newsboys’  Aid  Society,”  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  was  the  apparent  instrument  of 
effecting  for  this  previously  neglected  and  abused 
lad,  may  be  best  shown  by  his  dying  testimony — 
that  ho  fell  Jesus  loved  him,  and  that  he  teas  going 
to  Heaven. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  only  to  add,  that  with 
the  strictest  economy  it  has  been  difficult  to  sus- 
tain the  establishment.  We  close  the  year  in 
debt,  but  would  fain  hope  there  may  be  awakened 
in  the  hearts  of  many  benevolent  citizens,  such 
an  appreciation  of  our  humble  efforts  as  will  in- 
sure the  means  of  its  continued  and  increasing 
usefulness.
